St. Lous, Jan. 10.—The most nove! 
and, at the same time, practleal cap- 
ture of a barginar ever made in St. Louis 
was cffected carly Monday morning, tr 
the grocery-house of I. Tegethoff, No. 
700 O'Fallon street. Tegethoff runs 
four stores In different sections of St. 
Louis, and has been the victim of « 
number of burgluries He invented ¢ 
“thief-trap," unique and original ir 
design, but as reliable in its working: 
asa bear trap, 

Albert Williams, who has served twe 
terms for burglary, and was recently 
released from prison, was Monday night 
in jail suffering with one leg nearly 
ruined from tho hold which the thief- 
trap teeth got on it. Ilis yells of pain 
while in the trap brought policemen tc 
the store. They conld not release him, 
and he had to remain in the trap until 
the inventor was awakened at his home 
amile away, who came and “loosened 
up” the things. 

The arrangement of the trap is thus 
described: In the floor of the store is 
placed a movable trap-door, which is 
protected during the day, but left sc 
that a trifling weight will force it open 
during the night. When stepped upon 
this falls through into the cellar, re- 
leasing a srtong, heavy, movable bar, 
much after the style of the cutter-bar 
of a mowing machine _ bristling 
with spikes, to which is attached, 
by. means of wire ropes and pul- 
leys, several large stones weighing 
about sixty-five pounds Facing’ this is 
astationary bar also spiked, and itis 
between these two fornridable rows of 
teeth that Williams’ leg was held 
These are placed between two joists in 
the ceiling of the cellar, and when in 
position are held open by the trap-door. 
As the trap-door falls the weights pull 
the movable bar forward with great 
force, in such a manner that the object 
disturbing the trap-door can not fail to 
be caught. The bars to which this is 
attached are notched, andas they move 
forwhrd are locked upon the other side 
of the joist. . 

In addition to holding the burglar's 
leg asthotrap falls it pulls down a 
small cboard which supports a brick, 
which in turn is attached to the trigger 
of a pistol in the store above and point- 
ed so'that when discharged it shoots 
straight across the hole in which the 
victim's leg is held.

Has a New Scheme for Silver Which fe 
Will Urge on Congress. 

WAsnInctox, Jan. 5.—Representative 
Michael D. Harter, of Ohio, objects to 
suspension of the silver purchase reso- 
lution introduced in the senate by Mr. 
McPhorson, of New Jersey, on tlie 
ground that it gives the secretary of 
the treasury greater control over the 
subject than any man could wish, and ~ 
more than congress ought to place in 
the hands of any officer of the govern: ° 
ment.

Mr. Harter thinks this resolution 
would accomplish the same result and 
not be open to the same objection as 
the McPherson resolution. It would 
moreover, he says, be a notice to the 
world that we were ready to join with 
other civilized nations in the coinage of 
silver upon any agreed international 
ratio.

The engineer, Charles Llines, 
during the night became insane from 
his sufferings and released himsclf from 
bis lashings, and was washed over 
board. 

“Capt. McBride was graduaily suc- 
cumbing to his sufferings, while most 
of the seamen were becoming senseless 
from the cold. The people at the life 
saving station at Smith's island wero 
watching us, but the sca was so rough 
they could not reach us. Finally, after 
a desperato effort anda hard pull of 
nine miles in the surging sea, the life- 
boat, in command of Capt. George 
Hitchens, reached us). Most of us were : 
in pretty bad shape when we landed. -. 
Our clothes were stiff with icc, and 
lack of food, together with the strain 
we were put through, left usin a half 
dying condition.”
